wis reason’ eo! to ease collecting. Maybe there is nothing new under 
fhe stn, butttimes do change. Our discouraged friend failed to recognize 
this and adjust his collecting to changed conditions — unless you wish to 
term quitting as an adjustment. Most philatelists have unconsciously 
resigned themselves to the obvious fact that stamp issues will never 
return to the lower volume of pre-World War I. Government and 
people have different attitudes toward the postage stamp, its purposes, 
and whether it should be exploited. Today as a result we collect different 
stamps, where in other years philatelists collected things now ignored 
because of the plentiful supply of regular postage stamps. A glimpse at 
an album of 1900 will drive home the difference to the unconvinced; 
those who dwell long and lovingly on the “good old days.” It is said 
that even in the days of the pharaohs, men sighed longingly for the 
“good old days.” 

As we have said before, there are so many ways of collecting stamps 
by which one can choose to ignore those countries and issues he selects; 
that any country overdoing it should not hinder a real collector in the 
full enjoyment of his hobby. The increased variety on the philatelic 
menu affords an endless number of types of collections one can form. 
Despite that, there are too many collections as alike as men’s hats. 

An example of what can be done, was a collection shown at our 
local stamp club recently, formed by Bert Powell of Chicago, whose 
main interest is Polish stamps. This collection has won much praise 
wherever shown, and incidentally not a few first prizes. Yet it includes 
copies of but one stamp, a rather lowly stamp in estimation of most of 
us, the 6c orange air mail stamp of several years ago. Mounted on black 
pages, the striking combinations of orange stamps and black cancella- 
tions were set off to fullest advantage. And Mr. Powell had hundreds of 
cancellations in current use included. The variety amazes the collector 
who had always taken for granted that present day standardized cancels 
were a limited field. Mr. Powell had a lot of fun, learned a great deal 
about our present postal system and wound up with a collection envied 
by those who see it. And we suspect his greatest cost was the pages to 
mount it on. 

There are many other types of collections that can be made, 
interesting and different. It only requires a little thinking to figure them 
out. For instance we have this long series of Presidentials, yet we wonder 
if anyone has formed a collection showing how the various denominations 
are required in ordinary course of business. The list of topical collections 
that may be pursued is apparently endless, and new issues don’t hurt 
such collections at all. If out of 500 countrie and their 90,000 stamps, 
nothing appeals, then the best thing to do IS to quit collecting stamps 
and look up some other hobby.

On January 23 the postmaster general 
announced that on March 4 at a point 
not yet determined a 3c stamp would be 
issued to commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of the admission to statehood of 
Vermont on March 4, 1791. Further de- 
tails regarding design, place of issuance 
and color of stamp will be announced 
later and readers should watch our col- 
umns, particularly the First Day calen- 
dar, where they will be noted in the ear- 
liest edition possible. Several cities, each 
having historical connection with the 
event, are seeking to have the first day 
sale. 


Postmaster General's Report 





On January 12 Postmaster General 
Frank C. Walker released the annual re- 
port of his office for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1940. The report is made in 
great detail, covering ail branches and 
activities of the postal service. The De- 
partments revenues totalled $766,000,000 
and expenses exceeded that by $40,000,- 
000. The Department however credited 
itself with $59,000,000 revenue in trans- 
porting free mails of the government, and 
thus figures the year ended with a $18,- 
000,000 profit. At the close of the fiscal 
year there were 37,943 miles of domestic 
air mail routes, over which planes flew 
nearly 60 million miles, an increase of 
13.72% over 1939, Increases were noted 
in the various foreign international air 
routes, particularly on the Transatlantic 
route, 

Postage collected on mail amounted to 
$648,828,936.15, 89.29% of total postal 
revenue, an increase of over $223,000,- 
000.00 over the previous year. Postage 
collected by means of stamps affixed to 
mail amounted to $485,265,236.92 and 
postage paid in cash for various classes of 
mail not requiring stamps, amounted to 
$199,563,699.23. The above amounts do 
not include total sales of stamps, or 
postage stamps used in collection of 
various fees. 25.77% of total postage rev- 
enue was from metered and nonmetered 
mail, tihs amounting to $176,502,747.43. 

Free matter sent totalled 1,419,465,821 
pieces weighing over 174 million pounds 
upon which it is estimated $43,000,000 
in postage would have been collected if 
it had been sent as other mail. 


Sales of postage stamps, postal cards 
and stamped envelopes increased over the 
previous year some $6,882,318.04 to the 
highest sum obtained since 1931, $521,- 
777,278.16. Over $3,500,000 of docu- 
mentary revenue stamps were sold 
through post offices and Migratory Bird 
Hunting Permit Stamp sales increased 
10% to $1,777,561.00. 

25 horsedrawn vehicles still were op- 
erated in city delivery service, it was re- 
ported, though most mail was handled 
by motor vehicle at such points. 

Attention was drawn to the Phila- 
telic Agency, new special issues and the 
large revenues from these sources.

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700 Cusen Sent on Last Trolley Run 





With little special observance of the 
occasion, Indiana’s trolley car post office 
made its last run Saturday, January 18th. 
That is, aside from approximately 700 
cards and covers sent in by stamp col- 
lectors for the last trip cancellation. Rail- 
way Mail Clerk George Burgel had 
worked hard the afternoon hours prior 
to the last run, cancelling the unprece- 
dented volume of mail, ending the job 
with achine arm. He expressed thanks 
that such volume of mail for cancella- 
tions was not an everyday matter. 

The last run was made in the same 
car, No. 376 of the Indiana Railroad, in 
which the unusual service had been in- 
augurated on September 15, 1935, with 
the same crew, Motorman Vandine and 
Conductor Bowman. The morning trip 
down from Fort Wayne had been without 
event, but the return trip scheduled to 
leave Newcastle at 4 P. M. promised to 
be something else for it was snowing, 
slippery and getting colder and the com- 
pany in preparation for abandonment of 
the line had taken the substation away. 
The 50-ton car almost did not make the 
grade out of Newcastle station, so feeble 
was the current. The crew were uncertain 
just what would have been done if it 
hadn’t topped the hill. Your editor,

arrived just in time to swing aboard as 
the car was leaving the station. 

At Mt. Summit, top of a long grade 
out of Newcastle, the big car took siding 
to meet a southbound regular car, and 
there its last action photos were taken in 
a driving snow by a half dozen camera 
fans who had ridden down for that pur- 
pose. At numerous hamlets, and towns, 
sometimes at simply a road crossing far 
from a town, postmasters or their mes- 
sengers were waiting to exchange the 
last sacks of mail. Several had covers to 
mail, and at Bluffton the messenger 
handed in a late group of covers which 
had been forwarded from Fort Wayne’s 
post office for postmarking. At each stop, 
none too happy farewells were voiced 
and one old man who had seen the line 
built was noticed to leave in tears. 

When the trip started the clerk had 
counted 675 covers and cards cancelled, 
but from then on he lost count. At an 
isolated siding a few smiles south of Fort 
Wayne your editor braved the wintry 
blasts to mail the last cover in the letter 
drop in the side of the car. The clerk 
had provided himself with a cachet of 
sorts, but lack of time prevented his 
applying it to more than a few covers. 
To his facing slip rubber stamp, a simple 
three-line affair he had added the words 
“Last Trip.” 


For several moments while the car was 
running about 45 miles per hour north 
of Muncie, it appeared the last run might 
end otherwise than intended. As we ap- 
proached a curve where many years be- 
fore two cars had met and killed 29 
of their passengers, a bright headlight 
could be seen approaching. The motor- 
man soon recognized it as an extra Nick- 
el Plate train on a parallel track, so your 
editor didn’t have to jump after all. 

Henry Wittber was Fort Wayne’s lone 
stamp collector down to see the finish of 
the unusual office which claimed his city 
as headquarters. Henry had seen the car 
leave on its first trip in 1935, mailing 
himself a cover at the time. A waiting 
post office truck took off the numerous 
mail sacks collected during the last trip 
and the clerk prepared to leave. At this 
moment the last customer of the office 
appeared, a motorman who had operated 
the car several years, and to him went 
the last cancellations. The clerk then 
gathered his equipment up in a duffle 
bag, closed the door behind him and the 
Fort Wayne & Newcastle Railway Post 
Office was officially discontinued. 

Star route service replaces after a 
fashion the R. P. O. service, but this 
sort of service does not provide for sort- 
ing enroute, consequently mails can be 
sorted only at terminals of the star route, 
resulting in delays. It is instances of 
this sort that the new Highway Post 
Offices soon to be tried in Virginia are 
intended to remedy. The trolley car of- 
fice supplanted steam railroad service 
when the railroad between the two ter- 
minal towns gave up its passenger service 
as have so many branch lines in recent 
years. So perhaps a Highway Post Office 
will some day take up the service}.

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livery. Position, unknown, but the stamp 
has a straightedge on the left. 





Backing the proposed Clipper service 
from Manila to Singapore, are the Com- 
monwealth Government, the local Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce, the Philip- 
pine Chamber of Commerce, and a string 
of business interests. Likewise, Director 
of Posts Juan Ruiz, enthusiastically en- 
dorses it as revealed in his recent radio- 
gram to the Postmaster General at 
Washington, D. C., which reads “Pro- 
posed Clipper extension Manila-Singa- 
pore would facilitate handling all air- 
mails that area. The Philippine postal 
administration endorses proposed route.” 

In spite of all these enthusiasm, the 
PAA officials in Manila remain adamant 
and wouldn’t make any commitment. 
They allege that they have no further 
information from their head office regard- 
ing the proposed Manila-Singapore serv- 
ice. However, the Manila Daily Bulletin, 
in its issue of Dec. 7, published that 
“recent arrivals from Singapore report 
that it is generally expected by residents 
there that the Clippers would be calling 
at that port in January, 1941.” So far, 
at this writing (Jan. 7) no indications of 
any developments. 





While the proposed Manila-Singapore 
Clipper service is still being cooked, an 
airmail service between Manila and the 
Netherlands East Indies becomes vir- 
tually established with the announcement 
made by Director of Posts Juan Ruiz in 
a circular dated January 2, 1941, which 
states in part: “Effective at once, air- 
mail shall be accepted in the Philippines 
for the following points: Netherlands 
East Indies, Australia, Malaya, Thailand, 
Burma, India, Iraq, Iran, Palestine, 
Syria, French Indo-China, Egypt, Sudan, 
Belgian Congo, Kenya, Uganda, Tangany- 
ika, Rhodesia, and South Africa.” 

Airmail for the above countries will be 
carried by the KNILM planes from Ma- 
nila to Batavia and by airplane from 
Batavia to Singapore and thence to its 
final destination.

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Highway Post Office To Start Feb. 10 


Announcement of the establishment by | 
the Post Office Department of a 4 
Highway Post Office service was made 
recently by Postmaster General Frank | 
C. Walker. Pursuant to legislation passed 
at the last session of Congress, which 
was approved by the President on July 
11, 1940, Mr. Walker revealed that the 
first route to be established will be placed 
in operation on February 10. 

The new Highway Post Office service 
is one of the most significant develop- 
ments in the field of mail transportation 
in recent years. Operated on the same 
basis as the Railway Mail Service, the 
mails will be carried on large bus-type 
trucks completely equipped with all the 
facilities for sorting, handling and dis- 
patch that are included in railway postal 
cars. Manned by picked crews of postal 
clerks, these trucks will provide in- 
creased and faster service to those areas 
which formerly were served by short line 
and feeder railroads. 

During the past few years, Mr. Walker 
pointed out, many railroad companies 
have been forced to discontinue non- 
profitable passenger trains on lines which 
formerly utilized large numbers of rail- 
way postal cars. 

As a result the Post Office Depart- 
ment has been forced to establish motor- 
ized star route service which has only 
partially supplied the facilities previ- 
ously enjoyed by postal patrons when the 
railway postal cars were in operation. 
This contract operation of motor truck 
star routes also failed in many instances 
to provide adequate service in the ex- 
change of mails at intermediate points. 


The route on which Highway Post Of- 
fice service is to be inaugurated on Feb- 
ruary 10, 1941, has been designated the 
Washington, D. C., and Harrisonburg, 
Virginia, Highway Post Office. This route 
has been laid out by way of Middleburg, 
The Plains and Strasburg to Harrison- 
burg, a distance of approximately 140 
miles one way, on which one round trip 
will be made daily, except Sunday. 

This route will provide swift and ef- 
ficient mail service to three first-class, 
six second-class, ten third-class and four- 
teen fourth-class post offices along the 
line of the route. 

Letter drops have been installed on the 
trucks to be used, in order that postal 


patrons may be able to post letters di- 
rectly on the truck during its brief stop- 
over in each of the respective communi- 
ties which it serves. Positively no stops 
will be made between scheduled post 
offices, however. 

With the various star routes and con- 
necting lines which will be in operation 
in connection with the new Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Harrisonburg, Virginia, 
Highway Post Office, advanced mail de- 
livery and service will be afforded to 
approximately 125,000 residents of Ar- 
lington, Fairfax, London, Fauquier, War- 
ren, Shenandoah and Rockingham coun- 
ties in Virginia in addition to which the 
new service will also benefit adjacent 
areas in West Virginia. 

The Postmaster General stated that 
two other Hghway Post Office routes 
have already been selected, but an- 
nouncement relative to the location and 
number of these will not be made by the 
Post Office Department until delivery of 
the new Highway Post Office mail trucks 
is made. 

Mr. Walker pointed out that this new 
service does not contemplate competition 
in any way with existing railway trans- 
portation. Rather, he stated, it is to su- 
persede discontinued train service or sup- 
plement that which does not adequately 
supply postal patrons in a given area. 


Stamp collectors desiring first trip can- 
cellations of the motorized post office 
should send their covers prepared and 
ready for mailing with postage prepaid 
at the first-class rate to the Postmaster, 
Washington, D. C., for the first south- 
bound run from Washington, D. C., which 
will be designated in the cancellation die 
as “Trip 1”; and similar covers to the 
Postmaster, Harrisonburg, Virginia, for 
the first northbound run from Harrison- 
burg, Virginia, which will be designated 
as “Trip 2.” All letters properly ad- 
dressed and stamped should be sent un- 
der cover to the Postmasters indicated, 
endorsed on the covering wrapper: “For 
dispatch on the first trip of the High- 
way Post Office, February 10, 1941.” It 
is not permissible to apply both post- 





marks to the same piece of mail matter. 
Round-trip covers are, accordingly, not, 
procurable. |

Sanabria’s Air Post Catalogue, 1941 
Edition, compiled and edited by Nicolas 
Sanabria and an advisory editorial staff, 
851 pages 5x71, illustrated, cloth bound, 
price $1.50 (de luxe edition $5) of the 
publisher, Nicolas Sanabria, Inc., 17 E. 
42nd St., New York City. This year’s 
edition is noticeably thicker, accounted 
for in general by the addition — 
listing Air Post Stationery, Pr&Bfs, and 
Specimens. Emphasis is laid by the pub- 
lisher on the fact that this catalogue is 
unabridged, Mr. Sanabria holding to the 
belief that the catalogue should list all 
stamps issued by a government, regard- 
less of circumstances, and the individual 
to suit himself as to what to collect. The 
intention is to facilitate this choice by 
numerous footnotes, and other explana- 
tory matter. Recognition is not, however, 
given we notice in two instances to a 
controversy backed by numerous facts, 
namely the first Colombian and Hon- 
duran issues. This reviewer’s criticism 
would be that the negative side has not 
been included, hence the reader would 
not be able to judge impartially regard- 
ing these stamps. Prices are based on 
the personal experince of the publisher, 
plus the advice of other leading figures 
in the field of aero-philately. Through 
Mr. Sanabria’s hands have passed prac- 
tically every great rarity and the stock 
of his house is said to be among the 
largest in the world. Among the items 
found listed in this catalogue in line 
with the broad policy of the publisher, 
are numerous unissued varieties, semi- 
officials of Canada and other countries 
and such American items as the Buffalo 
Balloon and Vin Fiz stamps. Prices are 
in three categories for each stamp, un- 
used, used, and unused block of four. 
U. S. Pioneer and first day covers are 
also listed and priced. Quantities issued 
are given throughout the book. An in- 
teresting and useful publication to the 
collector of air post stamps and covers. 
We might add that the catalogue is its 
usual high quality of printing and bind- 
ing and in this regard emphasizes the 
great difference between American and 
foreign catalogues.

COMBINATION TyPES. 


I have heard rumors of a new hand 
electro type being used and saw one 
copy at a stamp meet but have had noth- 
ing definite in the matter besides that. 
In the January BEE Hiram Van Voorhis 
“The Nut Cracker” has accumulated 
data and claims there are three new 
types. 

(1) City name, U-121; State name 
similar to but smaller than U-120. 

(2) City name similar to but smaller 
than U-120; State name U-121. 

(3) Both city and state name similar 
to but smaller than U-120. 

Until there is definite proof that a 
sufficient number of towns are going 
to use these types it is not likely they 
will be included in the Universal Style 
Chart. From the descriptions I gather 
that these types are all in the NARROW 
class. 


THE READERS. 


To N. P. Baldwin of Washington, Pa. 
The roller stamps technically speaking 
are precancels but are not recognized 
as precancels because this type cancel- 
lation is also used for post cancelling. 
It is not an uncommon practice and a 
lot of the offices give the excuse that 
it’s easier to manipulate the roller than 
the precancelling device. — To Adam 
Gruenig of Ceres, California. Yes, the 
DATING and METERS has appreciably 
cut into the supply of commercially used 
precancels. There are less firms using 
precancels and through government ef- 
‘ort it seems that those who still are 
using them are trying to reduce the 
amount used per number of items mailed. 
Nevertheless there are still quite enough 
of most items to go around and the 
amount can still be cut some before any 
serious shortage occurs. While Meters 
and Dating have removed a number of 
the large users in the big cities there is 
a noted increase in the number of small 
towns given permits which in part makes 
up for the loss in the other direction.

I noted mine on a 
20c old type buro. Now N B C could 
stand for National Broadcasting Co. or 
National Biscuit Co. but upon checking 
up in the Dated Control Handbook I 
find that it stands for the NUNN-BUSH 
COMPANY. This firm sells shoes. The 
letters you will note are thus; N-BC.
